O.J. Lawyer Cochran Dies 


LOS ANGELES | Johnnie L. Cochran Jr., who 
became a legal superstar after helping clear 
O.J. Simpson during a sensational murder 
trial in which he uttered the famous quote “If 
it doesn't fit, you must acquit,” died Tuesday. 
He was 67. 

Cochran died ofa brain tumor at his home 
in Los Angeles, his family said. 

With his colorful suits and ties, his gift 
for courtroom oratory and a knack for coin- 
ing memorable phrases, Cochran was a vivid 
addition to the pantheon of best-known 
American barristers.

Raucous session highlights 
tensions in new parliament 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ | In achaotic session marred 
by shouting, finger-pointing and walkouts by 
Iraq's top leaders, the new parliament failed 
Tuesday to choose a speaker — an impasse 
that brought tensions to the surface and raised 
concerns about a government that still isn’t in 
place two months after landmark elections. 

The National Assembly’s second meeting 
ever was certainly its stormiest — marked 
by outbursts of anger and 
wrangling among Shiite, 
Sunni and Kurdish leg- 
islators. The session was 
first delayed for nearly 
three hours, then abruptly 
closed to the media, its live 
TV feed cut off. 

The Sunni Arab minori- 
ty — dominant under former dictator Saddam 
Hussein and believed to be the backbone of 
the insurgency — was given until Sunday to 
come up with a candidate to serve as speaker 
of the 275-seat parliament. 

Negotiators spent much of the morning 
trying to convince interim President Ghazi 
al-Yawer, a Sunni Arab, to take the speaker's 
post. But he refused, and is holding out for 
one of two vice presidential spots. Many in the 
assembly want an Arab Sunni to hold the posi- 
tion as a way of healing rifts with the Sunnis, 
many of whom boycotted the Jan. 30 elections. 

Tuesday's drama left some Iraqis question- 
ing how Iraq's new lawmakers would tackle 
more important issues as they shape the coun-

RED LAKE, MINN. | The chairman of 
the Red Lake band of Chippewa 
confirmed Tuesday that his son 
was arrested in connection with 
last week’s deadly school shoot- 
ings but maintained that the teen 
is innocent. 

“My heart is heavy as a result of 
the tragic events that unfolded here 


at our nation,” Floyd Jourdain Jr. 
said in a statement. “But it is with 
optimism that I state my son Louis’ 
innocence. He is a good boy with 
a good heart, who never harmed 
anyone in his entire life.” 

The younger Jourdain, 16, was 
arrested on Sunday. 

Jeff Weise, 16, killed nine peo- 
ple in an attack on the reservation 
on March 21 before taking his own 
life. Five of the dead were students, 
killed at the high school. 

A government official briefed on 


the investigation told the Associated 
Press that prosecutors were con- 
si cra charging Jourdain as 
an adult with 
conspiracy to 
commit murder. 
The official spoke 
only on condi- 
tion of anonym- 
ity because the 
investigation is 
continuing. 
Authorities began to suspect 
that Weise may not have plotted 


the attack by himself after exam- 
ining e-mails he exchanged with 
Jourdain, this official said.

Justices say landmark 
gender equity law also 
shields whistleblowers 


WASHINGTON | A closely divided 
Supreme Court ruled Tuesday that a 
teacher or coach who claims sexual 
discrimination on behalf of others 
is protected from firing under the 
same landmark law that greatly 
expanded athletic opportunities 
for women. 

The 5-4 decision expands the 


scope of the Title IX gender equi- 
ty law to protect whistleblowers. It 
means that school officials, regard- 
less of their gender, may sue when 
they suffer retaliation for complain- 
ing about discrimination. 

Justice Sandra Day O’Connor, 
writing for the majority, said 
Alabama high school girls basket- 
ball coach Roderick Jackson was 
entitled to pursue a Title [X lawsuit 
after he was fired for complaining 
that the boys team received better 
treatment. 


The Supreme Court ruled in favor of 
Alabama girls high school basketball 
coach Roderick Jackson’s right to sue.

“Teachers and coaches such as 
Jackson are often in the best posi- 
tion to vindicate the rights of their 
students because they are better able 
to identify discrimination and bring 
it to the attention of administra- 
tors,” O’Connor wrote.

DALLAS | A former high-ranking Boy 
Scouts of America official has been 
charged with possession and distri- 
bution of child pornography. 

Douglas Sovereign Smith Jr., 61, 
whoas program director coordinated 
scouting programs with schools and 
churches, was accused of receiving 
images over the Internet in February 
of children engaging in oral sex, 
intercourse and other sexually explic- 
it conduct. The charges were filed 
by federal prosecutors March 21. 

“We're shocked and dismayed to 
learn of this,” said Gregg Shields, 
national spokesman for the Boy 
Scouts, based in Irving, Texas. 
“Smith was employed by the Boy 
Scouts for 39 years and we had no 
indication of prior criminal activity.” 

Law enforcement officials indi- 
cated the pictures did not show boys 
who were with the Boy Scouts orga- 
nization, Shields said. 

Smith’s job did not involve work- 
ing directly with children, Shields 
said. Smith was put on leave imme- 
diately after the Boy Scouts officials 
learned of charges, then chose to 
retire, he said.

Sharon's budget OK’d 
by parliament, clearing 
last legislative hurdle 


JERUSALEM | Israel’s parliament 
removed the last legislative obsta- 
cle before implementation of this 
summer’s pullout from Gaza and 
part of the West Bank, easily pass- 
ing the tardy state budget and sav- 
ing Prime Minister Ariel Sharon’s 
government from collapse.

The independent inquiry, 
released Tuesday, also faulted 
Annan for conducting a one-day 
investigation into the matter, say- 
ing it should have been a more rig- 
orous, independent probe.

Indian Ocean Quake Leaves Trail of Grief 


Officials say death toll could be as high as 2,000 


GUNUNG SITOLI, INDONESIA | Datot 
Mendra planned to spend one final 
night lying next to his wife before 
burying her, along with his sister 
and two other relatives. 

“What will I tell my children?” the 
55-year-old said. “I can’t face it.” 

Mendra’s wife was among some 
20 bodies wrapped in white sheets 


and laid out on the street outside the 
Santa Maria church in this town on 
Indonesia’s predominantly Roman 
Catholic Nias Island. 

Most of the deaths from Monday 
night's 8.7-magnitude earthquake in 
the Indian Ocean were on Nias, 75 
miles south of the epicenter. By the 
end of Tuesday, the island’s death toll

stood at about 330, but officials said 
it could climb as high as 2,000. 

Elsewhere on the island of 
600,000 off the west coast of 
Indonesia’s Sumatra island, the 
earthquake wrought mass destruc- 
tion and carnage. Smoke drifted out 
of piles or rubble and concrete homes 
whose walls have folded in on them- 
selves — almost certainly crushing 
to death anybody inside. (ap) 


3 Journalists From 
Romania Reported 
Kidnapped in Iraq 


BUCHAREST, ROMANIA | Three 
Romanian journalists have been 
kidnapped in Baghdad, the gov- 
ernment said Tuesday in a devel- 
opment that could test the resolve 
of President Traian Basescu, whose 
administration recently dispatched 
an extra 100 troops to Iraq. 

The journalists had finished 
interviewing Iraq’s interim Prime 
Minister Ayad Allawi hours earlier 
when one of them sent an ominous 
text message back to her newsroom: 
“Help, this is not a joke, we've been 
kidnapped.” 

The three were abducted 
Monday night near their Baghdad 
hotel, officials said. They were iden- 
tified as reporter Marie Jeanne Ion, 
32, and cameraman Sorin Dumitru 
Miscoci, 30, from Bucharest-based 
television station Prima TV, and 
Romania Libera reporter Ovidiu 
Ohanesian, 37. (aP)

Kyrgyz Leader May Resign 


In Russia after being 
ousted, Akayev says he 
may officially bow out 


BISHKEK, KYRGYZSTAN | Ousted 
President Askar Akayev surfaced 
in Russia after fleeing this Central 
Asian nation and said Tuesday he 
would resign if given legal protec- 
tions — the first sign he is willing 
to yield power. 

Akayev, who fled after protest- 
ers seized government headquar- 
ters last week, also accused his 
foes of plotting his overthrow for 
months. Interim leader Kurmanbek 


Bakiyev said the storming of the 
government headquarters was never 
planned, and he called for an offi- 
cial inquiry. 

In an inter- 
view with 
Russia’s state- 
run Channel One 
television, Akayev 
emphasized he

he would keep a hand in its frag- 
ile politics.

Seal Hunt Starts in Canada 


Along with perennial 
fight between hunters, 
animal rights activists 


TORONTO | Thousands of sealers 
headed for the ice floes off eastern 
Canada on Tuesday for the world’s 
largest seal hunt, one expected to 
bring the poor coastal communities 
some $16 million, but condemned by 
animal rights activists as barbaric. 
The harp seal hunt, the target 
of protests since the 1960s, begins 
about two weeks after the seal 


pups are born and their fur chang- 
es from white to gray. Activists say 
the pups are clubbed to death and 
often skinned alive, but sealers and 
government officials who monitor 
the hunt insist the pups die instantly, 
under strict guidelines. 

Hunters were expected to kill 
more than 300,000 seals by May 15.

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MCI Opts for Verizon Offer 


Goes for $7.6B bid 
despite a sweeter offer 
from rival Qwest 


NEW YORK | Verizon has won the 
bidding for MCT Inc. a second time, 
agreeing to pay $1 billion more for 
the long-distance telephone com- 
pany, but still considerably less than 
a rival bid from Qwest. 

MCTss stock shot higher after the 
$7.64 billion deal was announced, 
surpassing the $23.50 price per 


share Verizon agreed to pay. 

Qwest, the smallest ofthe nation’s 
four big local phone companies, said 
it will reassess the situation, but reit- 
erated its position that its offer of 
$8.45 billion, or $26 per share, is 
superior. 

The new agreement increases the 
amount of cash MCI stockholders 
will receive for their shares while 
guaranteeing a minimum value for 
the Verizon shares that they'll get as 
the balance of the payment. 

This is now the second time MCI 


has opted for a lower payment from 
Verizon out of concern about Qwest’s 
questionable financial health and 
business prospects. When MCI’s 
board accepted Verizon’s original 
$6.75 billion offer in mid-February, 
it did so with an $8 billion bid on 
the table from Qwest. 

New York-based Verizon tried to 
hold its ground on price after the 
initial agreement even as Qwest 
rallied some MCI investors to 
agitate for the higher-priced bid.

Tuesday between Blockbuster and 
47 states and the District. 

Many customers were angry to 
find that despite the “No Late Fees” 
policy, if they were eight days late 
with a movie or a game, their credit 
card accounts were automatically 
billed for the purchase price. If they 
then tried to return it, they were 
given a refund but were charged a 
$1.25 restocking fee. (ap)

Va. police continue to 
search for suspect in 
teen’s death near I-95 


WASHINGTON | Sixteen years ago 
Thursday, Sue Baker found her 
daughter's partially clothed body 
in a wooded area just off Interstate 
95 in Northern Virginia. 

Two weeks after celebrating her 
18th birthday, Amy Baker was sex- 
ually assaulted and strangled. Her 
killer has never been found. 

Now, on the anniversary of her 
death, Fairfax County police are 
hoping someone will come for- 
ward to help close the case. 

It began March 29, 1989, when 
Amy had trouble with her baby blue 
Volkswagen Beetle while traveling

Riggs to Pay SIGM Fine 
For Dictators’ Dealings 


Bank failed to report 
suspicious transactions; 
more charges likely 


WASHINGTON | A federal judge on 
Tuesday approved a $16 million 
criminal fine against Riggs Bank 
for failing to report suspicious 
transactions involving foreigners. 
The plea agreement closes a chap- 
ter for the bank, which is expected 
to disappear soon as an indepen- 
dent concern. 

U.S. District Judge Ricardo 
Urbina ruled that Riggs is being 
punished enough for its admitted 
misconduct, which included deal- 
ings with former Chilean dictator 


Augusto Pinochet and his family. 

A federal prosecutor said at the 
hearing that new charges will be 
brought in the near future against 
individuals involved in the Riggs 
affair, based in large part on infor- 
mation obtained through the bank’s 
cooperation in the ongoing crimi- 
nal investigation. 

Riggs pleaded guilty Jan. 27 
to a criminal felony charge. The 
$16 million fine that Riggs agreed 
to pay immediately is the largest 
criminal penalty of that type ever 
imposed on a bank the size of Riggs 
— amidsize institution with some 
$6.4 billion in assets — according 
to Justice Department prosecutors.

Religious leader fighting viral pneumonia again 


LYNCHBURG, VA. | The Rev. Jerry 
Falwell was hospitalized in criti- 
cal condition Tuesday, battling his 
second case of viral pneumonia in 
just five weeks, hospital and church 
officials said. 

Falwell, 71, was admitted to 
Lynchburg General Hospital shortly 
before midnight Monday suffering 
from “respiratory arrest,” the hospi- 


tal said in a statement, meaning his 
breathing had slowed or stopped. 

“His cardiac status is stable and 
there is no evidence ofa heart attack,” 
said hospital spokesman Tom Urtz, 
reading from a statement. 

“Rev. Falwell is clinically stable, 
but is still critically ill,” he said.

FILM | Just one degree of separa- 
tion now exists between Queen 
Latifah and Kevin Bacon. After 
seeing “Beauty Shop,” you'll wish 
they'd never met. 


Bacon embarrasses himself here 
as the effeminate Austrian owner 
of an upscale Atlanta salon, whose 
cruel treatment prompts Latifah’s 
Gina Norris, the hairstylist she 
played in “Barbershop 2,” to open 
her own shop. 

Gina’s new staff consists of head- 
rolling, finger-wagging, chicken- 
and-waffle-eating stereotypes, 


with a clientele of white women 
who want to be just like them. 
Mena Suvari plays an uppity social- 
ite who flirts ruthlessly with Gina's 
lone male employee, James (Bryce 
Wilson). Andie MacDowell crams 
collard greens into her mouth and 
ends up with an enviable booty. 
Worst of all is Alicia Silverstone 
as Lynn, the salon’s only white styl- 


ist, who ultimately earns her col- 
leagues’ approval when she starts 
wearing her hair in elaborate styles 
like theirs and talking through the 
morass of a fake-sounding Southern 
twang. So much for accepting peo- 
ple for their differences. 

It’s easy to imagine why hip-hop- 
star-turned-actress Latifah would 
be drawn to this project — she’s also 
a producer — based on the success 
of the “Barbershop” films and their 
spirited social commentary, at least 
in the first one.

Laugh-a-Minute at NBC 


Execs have a funny 
plan to revivify the 
Peacock Network 


COMEDY CURE | It was 1992. The 
end of “The Cosby Show” and “The 
Golden Girls” helped topple NBC 
while new top dog CBS was revel- 
ing in the performance of “Murphy 
Brown’ and “Designing Women.” 
NBC had little to laugh about. 
With its glory sitcoms out of the 
picture, the network had lost its 
number one ranking in viewership 
for the first time in six years. 
Thirteen years later, the names 
have been changed but the story 
is the same. Stalwart comedies 
“Friends” and “Frasier” are gone 
and the peacock network is fend- 
ing off CBS, Fox and even a resur- 


gent ABC. 

Having milked the last rat- 
ings ounce of “Friends,” which 
returned for an abbreviated 16- 
episode season last year, its 10th, 
NBC was acutely aware a sinkhole 
was forming. 

Now, the big 
push is for more 
laughs, not more 
crime on “Law & 
Order”-saturated 
NBC. 

For the 
upcoming sea- 
son, NBC, under the aegis of net- 
work head of programming Kevin 
Reilly, literally redoubled its efforts 
to create winning shows. It formed 
two development teams, one look- 
ing at in-house production for new 
series and the other scanning the 


industry at large. 

Reilly said last week he was 
optimistic because the network 
was acutely aware of the big pic- 
ture: It isn’t just NBC but situation 
comedy itself that needs a shot in 
the arm. 

The comedy business has 
fallen “to an anemic state that 
hasn’t been seen since the early 
80s,” Reilly said. He called “the 
stale creative scope of many of the 
comedies on the air” an opportu- 
nity for NBC. 

Striking gold with one or two 
comedies, the most lucrative and 
recyclable TV genre, could make 
this a brief slump for NBC, experts 
said. Television, which is nothing 
if not cyclical, has seen it happen 
again and again.

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Neighborhood design 
can combat both 
obesity and sprawl 


Acquanetta Warren has learned 
a thing or two about body fat and 
upward mobility. A transplant from 
Los Angeles to Fontana, Warren has 
achieved the dream of suburbia — 
a three-car garage and a sweeping 
plot of green. But for several years, 
moving up meant barely moving 
under her own power. And that con- 
tributed to serious upward move- 
ment on her bathroom scale. 

Now 50 pounds lighter than her 
heaviest weight, Warren — a City 
Council member in Fontana — is 
part of the emerging “active living 
by design” movement, in which 
assorted academics and public 
officials have joined forces to fight 
obesity. Simply put, they want to 
shape and retool communities to 
encourage walking and cycling as 
a part of everyday life. This focus on 
the “built environment” is the lat- 


est attempt to grasp the social and 
environmental factors that influ- 
ence eating and exercise. 

“If you want to get rid of fat 
America, then you have to change 
your built environment,” said Ron 
Sims, county executive of King 
County, Wash., which includes 
Seattle. “If your neighborhood is 


designed to get you home and into 
your house, you're going to be a 
couch potato.” 

Across the nation, the movement 
is working to coax Americans out 
of their cars. In Denver, for exam- 
ple, developers, city planners and 
public health officials are building 
a community that promotes every-
